IN the Edition which the celebrated Boerhaave 
and Gaubius have given us of Swammerdams 
Biblia Natur£, Jive Hiftoria InfeEiorum, in 'Dutch 
and Latin, 2 Vol. in Fol. printed at Ley den 1717. and 
1738. we have an Epiftolary Differtation on the Seed 
of the Male Fern, together with a very curious Cut, 
reprefenting the Secd-vefiels, their Mechanifm, and 
the Seed, as viewed by a good Microfcope 5 inferted 
at the End of the faid Hiftory. The Cut I have at- 
tempted, with my unskilful Hand, to draw, as well as 
I could; and, poflibly, it may help you to conceive 
of the Form of what it is defigned to reprcfent, in fome 
m^afure. 

The Author, I find, claims to himfelf the having 
firft difcovered the Seed of Fern, in his Differtation, 
at the Beginning : " You rightly judge" (fays he to his 
Friend) ic me to have been the firft, " &c.
